In March 2013, Image Comics announced a sex comedy during the Emerald City Comicon."! Later reports confirmed that it 
was intended for mature readers and would have Matt Fraction and Chip Zdarsky in the forefront. Films like The 40- Year-Old 
Virgin, Bridesmaids, and Jackass: The Movie were referenced as touchstones for the comics, and Fraction himself 
confirmed in an interview that the works of Billy Wilder also inspired him deeply in writing.!°! 


Zdarsky and Fraction had known each other for a short time before the book's creation. They communicated almost 
exclusively online and Chip was the first to suggest a collaboration between the two. Initially, Zdarsky wanted to write a book 
that was their take on fantasy, as neither of the two were big fans of the genre.!*! Matt reponded with another idea. In an 
e-mail sent on March 31, 2012, Fraction said "what if we do a sex comedy about a guy, who every time he ejaculates, stops 
time?". Zdarsky was tired from a business trip he was on and agreed to the idea without much thought. After continued 
communication, their idea began to grow until the book was published in September 2013. Since then, the book has gained 
a cult following, and its fans refer to themselves as 'brimpers' after a sex position described in the first issue.

The exaggerated response 
to repression presented in ‘Marnie’ 
provided me with the stimulus to 
begin more consciously probing my 
own sexuality. 


Finally we come to ‘Sex Criminals’ 
and issue 13 in particular. | see the 
introduction of Alix and the focus 
given to her asexuality in this issue 
as (possibly? hopefully?) the last 
piece in the puzzle for me. As | 
mentioned earlier, even though 

| didn’t realise it at the time, my 
repression meant that my lack of 
interest in sex was something that 
caused me no end of guilt whenever 
my mind turned to the relationship 

| was attempting to maintain. Even 
post break-up when there was 
no-one to feel obligated to “give 

the sexing” to | couldn’t fathom 
asexuality as an acceptable option. 
| hadn’t seen it presented as a 
realistic alternative before and issue 
13 as well as the accompanying 
letter column helped me realise that 
it can be exactly that. 


So | guess what I’m saying is that

Over a year ago | started to write 
a letter to you about my asexuality, 
but writing it brought up too many 
painful feelings. | started to cry 
and | don’t know if | even have the 
draft saved anymore. That was 
going to be that, until issue #13 
came out with the series’s first 
asexual character, Alix. (My name

is Alexandra, so the similar names 
means | was almost meant to 
respond to this issue.) 


Upon finishing this issue | 

felt underwhelmed, or maybe 
betrayed. How could the asexual 
story have so little in common with 
mine? Also Alix’s brother’s suicide 
and implied sexual abuse struck 

me as possibly sending the “wrong” 
message about Aces. It sticks with 
the idea that we are that we are 
somehow damaged. But then | 
remembered that part of my struggle 
with labeling myself as an asexual 
is that | tend to see myself as 
damaged and also a bad example 
of being Ace. | have Asperger’s and 
can be pretty asocial. | generally 
get the impression from Asexual 
Advocacy that those are the kinds of 
stigmas that they are trying to leave 
behind. (That broken feeling makes 
me a bad candidate for Aperger’s 
Advocacy too.) Similarly | worry 
that my fellow Aspies don’t want to 
be thought of asexual. I’ve had this 
fixed in my mind so long that I’m 
really uncertain that | want to come 
out. | don’t want to be a person 
who is confirming the stereotypes 
other people are trying to break. On 
top of that unlike most of the Aces 
who have written to you | can’t get 
myself to reach climax. Sometime 

| wonder if this is related to the 
kinds of hyper- or hypo- sensitivity 
common to Aspies, but have 

never looked into getting a proper 
diagnosis. It just really heightens 
the sense that I’m missing out on 
something. Recently, | read an 
interview with Barry M. Prizant 
author ofUniquely Human: A 
Different Way of Seeing Autism in 
which he mentioned that a lot of 

the people he interviewed were 
comfortable identifying as Ace and/ 
or non gender binary, which has me 
rethinking the whole keeping myself 
quiet thing. (I’ve often thought I’d 
prefer to identify as non-gendered, 
but as my sister points out | wear 
dresses and skirts, so now I’m left 
wondering if switching would require 
more changes in who | am than | 
really want.) In any case least | 
need to do further research to rest 
assured that I’m not alone and or a 


bad example of everything | am.
